Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other connments: Applicant requested proposals to define over the Japanese Patent 
•620 for addition to the claims. Examiner noted that there is no suggestion in Japanese Patent '620 to provide the 
voltage plant 26 with a smooth surface 34 which shadows or is in alognment with the signal lines 14 where the other 
surfaces of the voltage plane 26 are roughened. Japanese Patent '620 does not teach this aspect of the invention. 
Additionally, it appears the reference taught that one etched the fine lines subsequent to the selective roughening of 
the lands as opposed to forming the pattern of fine lines and thereafter roughening in the selective regions. Applicant's 
representative indicated that an amendment including the selective roughening of the voltage plane as defined in the 
specification on page 8, lines 10-15 would be incorporated into the claims and an rce would be filed. Examienr noted 
that such an amendment would define over the teachings of Japanese Patent *620 and that additional search and/or 
consideration would be needed. 
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
